A Savannsh Double Murder Is Now Char 
ged to Him-The List of Victims 
a Long One—Other Crimes. 


Charleston, S. C., March 13.—(Special.)— 
Oscar Johnson, the mulatto who is in jail 
here, charged with the double murder near 
Lincoln last week seems to have a record. 

It is now thought that he is the man who 
murdered Mr. and Mrs. Hartell in Savan- 
nah some three or four years ago. The 
details of the murder were exactly similar 
to those attending the double murder at 
Lineolnville,-and also the murder of a white 
storekeeper named Gardner in this city 
about the same time. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hartell lived at the corner 
of Lovers’ lane and Estill alley in Savannah. 
They were murdered at night, the man 
while he was stooping over a barrel of corn 
and tife wife subsequently and the bodies 
were then placed side by side, the doors 
locked and the murderer disappeared. It 
is said that a mulatto was subsequently 
seen crossing the Savannah river in a boat 
to the South Carolina shore and no arrests 
were made in Savannah. It was some 
time after this that Gardner was murdered 
in Charleston. . : 

The circumstances of these three crimes 
were all identical. The butchery of his 
sister-in-law in Augusta took place subse 
quent to these murders and previous to the 
butchery at Lincolnville. He has thus far 
been clearly identified as the Augusta mur- 
derer and the detectives think they have 
a clue to evidence to connect him with the 
Charleston murder. 

It begins to look now as if the man was 
possessed of a homicidal mania and that 
the list of his victims are not yet all in. 
In each of the murders credited to him 
the victims were struck on the héad, their 
bodies fearfully mangled and in the cases 
of the double murders their corpses laid out 
side by side. The amount of articles stolen 
was in each case trifling.

Iu a Feud That Has Stirred Up Nashville—An 
Exciting Shooting Affruy. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 13.—(Special.)— 
The Jones-Winters feud led to a sensation- 
al shooting affray in the county courthouse 
today and an alleged assassin now lies at 
the point of death while the son of his vic- 
tim is in jail. 

Several months ago Andrew and Joe 
Winters assaulted Tom Jones and one of 
them shot all the scalp off of Jones's head.

AN INJUNCTION AGAINST THE OFFCERS 


To Prevent the Collection of a Tax—The

Macon, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)— 
A gentleman visiting in Macon today 
says a strong pressure is being made on 
Hon, Frank Flynt, of Griffis, to get him 
to consent to be a candidate for United 
States marshal for the Northern district 
of Georgia, the position for which Nelms 
and Kenfroe are candidates and who, it 
is said, will be handicapped for the place 
by reason of the alleged mandate of Fresi- 
dent Cleveland that otfice holders under 
his former administration needn't apply - 
Frank Flynt is capable and entirely worthy 
and is.a tue democrat. He made a 
gallant fight for Oleveland in the late cam- 


gu. 

Editor Bascom Myrick, of The Americus 
Times-Recorder, passed through Macon this 
morning from Washington, in which city he 
has been since a day or two before the iu- 
augural. Mr. Myrick_has filed his appli- 
cation with endorsements with the secreta- 
ry of state for the position of consul to 
Berlin which pays about $10,000 per year. 
Mr. Myrick is magnificently endorsed for 
the place. Senators Gordon and Colquitt, 
the Georgia congressional delegation and 
leading state dignitaries endorse him. 
Speaker Crisp accompanied Mr. Myrick to 
the president and told Mr. Cleveland that 
the only personal favor he had to ask of 
the state department was to give Mr. My- 
rick the place he seeks. Mr. Myrick may 
centainly get the place unless Cleveland’s 
edict against 8 men holds good in 
the case of Editor Myrick.

An Injunction Granted. 

At the last session of the legislature the 
following was passed in the general tax act:

The case was heard Saturday by Judge 
Bartlett and he granted an injunction re- 
straining the tax collector from collecting 
the tax on the ground that the law is uncon- 
stitutional inasmuch as the tax of $200 is 
not impoged on agents of resident brewery 
companies. The state will doubtless ap- 
peal the case to the supreme court. The 
matter is of general interest as it affects 
many brewing agents throughout Georgia. 

Cum -erland Island Company. 

The Cumberland Island Company, com- 
posed of stockholders in Macon, Atlanta 
and other places, is getting ready for the 
approaching season. Last year the com- 
pany is said to have done a fairly prosper- 
ous business. The receipts from all sources 
are placed at $24,859.24, and expenses at 
$18,189.08; making the net profits of the 
hotel last season $6,720.16. It is not 
thought that the expenses of managing the 
company will be as large per year hereafter, 
as they have been in the past by reason of 
tne fact that in the past a great deal of 
money has necessarily been expended in 
traveling back and forth from Macon to 
Cumberland island supervising the im- 
provements being made at the island. Also 
considerable money has been expended in 
getting the hotel in working order, in ad- 
vertising and the like. In future it will 
not be necessary to lay out much money in 
expenses of this character. The hotel prop- 
erty, improvements, furniture and fixtures 
are estimated to be worth about $130,000. 

T. e Bid Awarded. 

Today the cognty commissioners awarded 
to the Pauly Jail Building Company, of St 
Louis, Mo., the contract for building an ad- 
dition to the Bibb county jail at $5,600. 
There were two other bids, one from the 
Dalton company at 85.300 and one from the 
Diebold Safe and Lock Company at $6,025. 
The Dalton hid was not made on specifica- 
tions as advertised. The new addition 
will accommodate about forty persis. The 
present jail is quite a large one, but not 
enough to accommodate the rapidly iucreas- 
ing number of prisoners. It cost $30,000. 
Bonds to that amount were issued to build 
it. All but $11,000 of the bonds have beer 
naid and retired. Five thousand dollars 
falls due January 1, 1894, and $5,000 falls 
due January 1, 1895. They bear interest at 
the rate of 7 per cent. per annum. On the 
Ist of last Januarv fell due, but 
only $4,000 was paid, as $1,000 has never 
been presented for payment. The commis- 
sioners are ready to pay it whenever pre- 
sented. The bonds are for $1,000 each.

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“That In considerable Element.” 

We print elsewhere a communication 
from a prominent politician, in Washing- 
ton, which is called out by an editorial 
article in Secretary Smith’s evening news- 
paper, in regard to “the inconsiderable 
element” that opposed Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration.

According to the conservative financial 
writers, Wall street is growing consider- 
ably brighter in the face of the cold facts 
the situation has forced on its attention. 
In the first place, the strong element in 


the street that does not engage in specu- | 


lation or in stock-jobbing, has persistently 
opposed an issue of bonds, and it has 
finally succeeded in routing the powerful 
clique that has been playing for this 
result. 

In other words, the real and solid busi- 
ness men of Wall street have become 
convinced that the movement in favor 
of a bond issue has been, from the first, 
a stock-jobbing operation, and they have 
succeeded in convincing the business men 
of the east of the same thing. 

As a result, the conservative bankers 
who have nothing to gain from a bond 
issue, and who cannot find anything 
desperate or even threatening in the 
situation, have arrived at the point where 
they can consider the cold facts of the 
case, impartially and deliberately. 

These cold facts are: 1. That there is 
no law authorizing a gold reserve fund. 
2. That there is no law authorizing the 
issue of bonds to replenish the reserve. 
3. That an issue of bonds would not re- 
lieve the situation, even if relief were 
demanded. 4. That the gold reserve 
ought to be utilized for the purpose for 
which it was accumulated. 

It will thus be seen that American com- 
mon sense has come to the rescue. There 
is nothing new about these facts. The 
Constitution has been reiterating them 
every day since the stock-jobbers started 
their speculative raid on the treasury 
gold—in fact, ever since the effort was 
made to repeal unconditionally the Sher- 
man law. 

We are glad that light is breaking in 
the east. The treasury is now under the 
control of an administration and in the 
hands of a man in whom the people 
have the utmost confidence, and, if the 
speculative element in Wall street is 
wise, it will not butt its soft head against 
the&lemocratic rock. 


The First Eteetrie Locomotive. 

The Springfield Republican is authority 
for the statement that the first electric 
locomotive is now being tested at Lynn, 
Mass. 

It is proposed in a short time to try 
this locomotive on a steam railroad. 
Very likely, it will require a number of 
experiments to demonstrate the superi- 
ority of electricity over steam in pro- 
pelling the old-fashioned steam cars, but, 
in the end, steam and ponderous locomo- 
tives will have to go, and the. new 
motive power will soon do the world’s 
heavy work. 

This mysterious force is in its earliest 
stage, so far as its practical application 
is concerned, but the progress made 
within the past few years will justify us 
in seriously considering predictions of its 
future usefulness that would have been 
regarded as wild and extravagant twenty 


years ago. 
The improvements in tbis new field of 


science will benefit our toilers instead of 
injuring them. It will lighten their work 
and. create new opportunities for them. 
The old idea that labor-saving inventions 
throw men out of employment has been 
exploded. Statistics show that the coun- 
tries where improved machinery is gen- 
erally used empley more laborers, at bet- 
ter wages, than other countries where 
hard work still takes the place of ma- 
chinery. If we can make the harnessed 
lightning do the work of steam, it will 
be a blessing to mankind. 


An Untimely Discussion. 
The St. Louis Republic turns aside 
from the home issues of the day to re- 
mark that the growth of the secession 
idea in Europe is somewhat curious, after 
we have abandoned it in this country. 

According to our contemporary, ad- 
vanced European thinkers maintain that 
secession is the only escape from the 
burden of a perpetual war status. They 
argue that any community has a natural 
right to separate itself from other com- 
munities uncongenial or hostile to it. 
Any other system, they say, must be a 
rule of force not representing the people. 

The Republic thus summarizes a recent 
article on the subject in a European 
periodical: 

In a recent number of The Nouvelle Review 
of Paris, M Novicow calls attention to the 
fact that in its colonial policy England is 
admitting ‘the right of secession, the control 
exercised by England over Canada and Aus- 
tralia being merely nominal and not of suffi- 
clent advantage to England to be worth a 
siaglie horse guard. If frontiers should be 
changed every year,“ he argues in support of 
his claim that men are entitled to a govern- 
ment resting ou consent, where would be 
the harm? Frontiers were made for men and 
not men for frontiers. Doubtless, if the liberty 
of association were proclaimed tomorrow, 
some states now in existence would lose valu- 
able provinces—Austria, Hungary and Turkey, 
for example; the frontiers of others would 
be greatly modified and new states would 
come into existence. Yet after a period of 
general reconstruction, frontiers would not 
vary by the free consent of the people any 
more quickly than they vary now under the 
regime of force. The great economical and 
intellectual interests will maintain a sufficient 
cohesion between human societies.” 

It is some relief, after reading these 
statements, to find the St. Louis paper 
admitting that, in view of the results of 
our civil war, it will probably be a century 
or so before we reassert the right of 
secession, although it may be an accepted 
theory in other civilized countries. 

We do. not believe that there will be 
any secession talk in this country in the 
future. We are perfecting our system of 
home rule or local self-government, and 
it will always be easier thd cheaper to 


change an objectionable policy at the 


polis than to go through the inconvenience 
of the disintegrating process. It is un- 
profitable to waste time in establishing 
the right of secession.

SHE ACKNOWLEDGES THE “CORN.” 


A Number of Moonshine Cases Before 
Judge Gaston Yesterday Morning. 
The Oase of WillShaw Continued. ,. 


A woman moonshiner, Mrs. Malinda 
Turner, was arrested Saturday morning, 
brought before United States Commissioner 
Gaston yesterday morning and sent to jail 
in default of a $300 bond. 

Mrs. Turner acknowledged her guilt with- 
oft pleading guilty, and throughout the 
trial was very defiant, positively refusing 
to make any attempt at giving the necessary 
bond and ignored the fact that she could be 
sworn in her own behalf. 

She is the mother of John and Will Tur 
ner, all of White county, and the three are 
notorious moonshiners in that _ section. 
Mrs. Turner has been making illicit whisky 
for over eight years, and it is said that she 
makes the best quality. The two boys, 
John and Will, are both out on bond now, 
charged with illicit distilling. * 

The first time that Mrs. Turner was ar 
rested was in the latter part of August in 
1892, when she was arrested with her son 
Will by Deputy Collector Ware and Deputy 
Marshal Robertson. At the time the offi- 
cers did not know the record of the woman 
moonshiner, so released her, but brought 
her son before the United States commis- 
sioner, where he was bound over to the 
United States court. John Turner, “who 
was in the still at the time, also escaped 
but Will served a sentence in jail. In De- 
cember of last year John and Will were ar- 
rested near the home of their mother by 
Deputy Marshal Robertson, and are now 

t on bond. 
ches. Turner appears to be about fifty 
years old, although the large sun-bonnet 
she wears may make her. look somewhat 
more aged. and when she talks it is hardly 
ever above a whisper. . 5 

“Don’t keer w'ere go ter jail er not, 
said Mrs. Turner to a Constitution re- 
porter. Lock like ter me folks won't let 
yer lone long ’nough ter get off them do ub- 
lin’s. I reckin I bin makin’ whisky nigh on 
ter a month right in the same place. Of- 
ficer comes long Saturday mornin’ last 
and walks into the still jes’ "bout dawn 
break. I up en’ tol’ im that the whole 
outlay were my own and said to him that 
I didn’t bleeve the judge ‘ud do nothin’ wi 
me no how, case I wuz a woman. 

“Whole outlay 's plum ruint now, so ‘taint 
no use to make any bond. Jes’ soon as I 
gits out I’m goin’ to make more whisky, 
moonshine, good, too. Jes’ made whisky 
cause it wuz needed fer sickness, en you 
know yerself ’taint no kind er way ter mike 
jes’ a drap er two. Did I sell any? I didn't 
give none away.” 

Mrs. Turner has never been to jail before, 
but she was taken there this morning in 
default of bond by the deputy marshal that 
arrested her, Robertson. She was arrested 
about seven miles from her home at the still. 
where she says she slept every night. 

A Family of Moonshiners. 

Jim Thompson, one of a notorious family 
of moonshiners, was arrested Saturday nigh 
by Deputy Marshal J. C, Thomas. He 
was brought before Judge Gaston yesterday 
morning and went to jail in default of a 
bond of $300. : 

Will Thompson, who “the deputy marshal 
was after also, escaped ‘for the fifteenth 
time.. Several times Will has escaped af- 
ter the officers had the still surrounded, 
and it is the second time that he has es- 
caped from Deputy Marshal Thomas. He 
has only been captured once, and was then 
convicted and served out his sentence. 

A Habersham County Moonshiner. 

A Habersham county moonshiner, Clem 
McCrackin, who was arrested by Deputy 
Marshal Burrell last week, was sent to 
jail yesterday morning in default of a $200 
bond. McCrackin was given a hearing be- 
fore Judge Gaston. The charge against 
him is running and working in an illicit 
distillery.

Will Shaw, who is charged with robbing 
the postotlice at Flintstone, Ga., was be- 
fore Judge Gaston yesterday morning but 
his case was continued until this morning. 
This was done on account of the absence of 
witnesses.
